and aldermen was held on Thursday 
evening, the fall board being present 
with the exception of Aid. Brown. 


Records of lost meeting were read 


and approved, 


A communication from Mrs William 


H. Smart, asking that a wall be built in 
front of her residence on Newcastle ave- 
nue to keep the land from caving oat 
on the sidewalk, was referred to the 
committee on streets. 


Petition of the heirs of James Whit 


man for permission to enter the sewer 
on Islington street was referred to the 
city clerk. 


Petition of Messrs Duncan M. Brooks 


and Daniel Brooks for the extension of 
the Broad street sewer was referred to 
the committee on sewers. 


Petition of John H. Yeiton for the 


extension of the Bichards avenue sewer 
was referred to the same committee. 


The clerk then read the following pe 


tition, which explains itself: 
To tli« Board of Mayor and Aldermen 


of the City of Portsmouth: 
Gentlemen—The undersigned 
peti 


tioners respectfully represent that they 
are owners or occupants of property in 
tho city of Portsmouth, upon the west- 
erly side of Market street, between 
Hanover and Deer streets, through 
which said street the tracks of the elec- 
tric street railway are now looted and 
lire about to he constructed, and that, 
therefore, they are parties interested 
within the meaning of Section 5, Chap- 
ter 27, of the laws of 1895. 


And your petitioners respectfully rep- 


resent thiit the present location of sa:d 
street railway through said Market 
nlreet, between Hanover 
and 
Deer 


streets, is snfth that the westerly rail of 
said railway track is but three and one- 
half or four feet from the curbstone on 
the westerly side of said Market street; 
that aaid street at its junction with 
Hanover street is 
feet wide; that 


the public good requires such a change 
in the location of the tracks of said 
street railway, in said Market street, at 
its junction with Hanover street, and 
thence running northerly through said 
Market street at least a distance of 
three hundred feet, so that the middle 
point of said street railway should be 
equally distant from the curbstone on 
either side of aaid Market street for 
said distance. 


Your petitioners further 
represent 


that such tracks have not yet been laid, 
nor has any trench bSen dug through 
said portions of Market street above 
specified. 


Wherefore, your petitioners pray that 


your board will at once notify the street 
railway company of this petition; and 
that you will make such order on this 
petition looking to a public hearing as 
will comply with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 5, Chapter 27, laws of 1895.

ages claimed was rather exborbitant, 
the road ought to be straightened and 
if it was not done now the time was 
coming that it would if there was a legal 
way of doing it. 


Aid. Gray asked what the estimate 


cost of grading the street if it was 
done and he was told by Aid. Hoyt 
that it would 
cost anywhere from 


8730 to 81000. 


Mr. Boss said he would do it for $400. 
Aid. Bates then 
offered the fol- 


lowing resolution: 


Resolved, That we are of the opinion

Then followed the lines and points as 


laid out by Aid. Hoyt by compass, 
the land damages to come out of the 
appropriation of laying out and widen- 
ing streets in accordance with the sums 
stated by Mr. Boynton.

This is at the rate of six cents a foot. 


On a yea and nay vote the amend 


meut was lost, Aid. Borthwick and Gray 
voting yea and Aid. Hoyt, Bates. Yeat- 
on, Hallam, Brackett and Couhig nay. 


Aid, Bates' resolution was then put 


and met the same fate. 
Aid. Hoyt, 


Bates and Borthwick voting yea, and 
the rest nay. Aid. Yeaton, it should be 
understood, being an abutter and inter 
ested party, did not vote or take any 
part in tho hearing. 


A recess was then called while the 


aoard discussed the matter. 


On being called to order again it was 


voted to reconsider Aid. Bates' resolu- 
tioaand Aid. Gray offered the following 
amendment in regard to the land dam-

On motion of Aid. Gray the hearing

Mr. Charles Abbott appeared when 


;he board was called to order again and 
was given permission to address the 
members. He stated that when the 
asphalt sidewalk was put in on Union 
street he was given a verbal agreement 
by Mr. Ridge that the cost to each of 
the abutters would not exceed 813 50 
for each lineal fifty feet and it was on 
this agreement that the walk was con- 
structed. When he and the rest of the 
abuttera receive.! their bills for their 
share of the work they ranged all the 
way from $15 to $19 50 and he for one 
did not prospose to pay for mere than 
he agreed to unless compelled. Messrs. 
Webster and 
Nelson, 
two 
other 


abntters appeared and made the same 
objections. 


Aid. Hoyt explained the reason of 


the extra cost was that in some places 
the fences were back farther than oth- 
ers, which made it necessary to have 
Jibe walks wider in some places than in 
others and also that in some cases the 
driveways were wider than in others, all 
of which cost more. 


On motion of Aid. Yeaton the city 


clerk was authorized to render bills to 
the different abntters for the amount 
agreed upon and to refund all over that 
amount to those who had already paid. 


Aid. Hallam 
said Mr, McKeuney 


wanted to know if the electric railroad 
company proposed to make any change 
in the grade of their track in front of 
his residence on Christian shore. 


Before his question could be answered 


Aid. Gray started an argument on the 
Union street udewalk, which most of 
the board took part in. 


Aid. Hallam then asked what right 


tlio city had to construct a sewer on 
private property. | 


Tbis was answered by Aid. Teat, n 


presenting the city with a deed of a 
street through which the sewer as men- 
tioned by Aid. Hallam ran. 


When the clerk read the location and 


boundaries o! the new road it was seen 
that Mr. Yeaton had reserved a strip of 
land two feet wide between the said 
street and the land belonging to the 
heirs of the late L H. Wash bum. 


Mr. Henry Washbnrn being present 


at the meeting noticed this and imme 
diately asked the reason of it. 


Aid. Yeaum, in reply, aUted that 


when it was proposed to pat the street 
in Mr. Washbarn was asko.1 to give a 
•trip of land for the new thoroughfare, 


was not satisfactory to Aid. Yeaton and 
so he laid the street out on his own 
property, but reserved the strip along- 
side of the Washburn estate so that the 
street would be of no use to them. 


Mr. Washbarn then protested against 


the city accepting any such street and 
gave excellent reasons for not doing so. 
His arguments were effective and on mo 
tion of Aid. Bates the matter of ac- 
cepting the street by the city was re 
ferred to the next meeting, and a com- 
mittee of three, consisting of Aid. 
Bates, Hallam and Brackett, was ap' 
pointed to look the matter np. 


Aid. Gray then sprang a little sensa- 


tion by stating that be had heard so 
much about a certain caucus which was 
held recently, during which the fire 
alarm rang in. One of the assistant en-, 
gineers was present, as well as a num- 
ber of firemen. The assistant engineer 
told the firemen not to leave the cau- 
cus as it would be all right 
Now, if 


that was so, something ought to be 
done about the matter, as the rules and 
regulations say that every fireman must 
respond unless he has got a reasonable 
excuse. He would like to know what 
authority that engineer had to tell the 
firemen that they need not respond to 
the alarm. On motion of Aid. Gray a 
committee of three was then appointed 
by the chair to investigate the case and 
report at the next meeting. 
Mayor Til- 


ton appointed All. Gray, Hoyt and 
Borthwick. 


Aid. Borthwick, for the committee on 


claims, reported favorably on the peti- 
tion of H. T. Wendell for the abate 
ment of back taxoe, which was accept- 
ed on motion of Aid. Bates. 


Aid. leaton, for t'.e committee on 


sewers, reported favorably on the peti 
tion for the extension of the Middle 
street sewer, across lots from Cabot to 
Cass street. He had seen all but one ef 
the abutters and they were all willing it 
should cross their property. On mo- 
tion of Aid. Hoyt the report was ac- 
cepted. 


Mayor Tilton stated that a Miss Ly- 


man on State street had come to him to 
tell him that the city in constructing 
the State street sewer had disconnected 
a drain entering the sewer from her 
property and she would like to have it 
fixed 
Aid. Yeaton said he knew about 


that matter and had found the drain 
nothing but a blind sawer. 


The maj or then said that Mr. W. A 


Peirce had protested to him about the 
condition of the Greenland road, this 
side of the willows. He said he would 
huve the city indicted if the road was 
not repaired. 


Aid. Yeaton stated that the sidewalk 


on State street, in front of the residence 
of Mrs. West, was in a very bad con- 
dition and ought to be repaired. Re: 
ferred to committee on streets, with 
power. 


Mayor Tilton said he would converse 


with the electric road people ip regard 
to changing the grade of the electric 
road in front of Mr McL.enney'a resi 
dence, and this ended one of the long- 
est meetings of the board of mayor 
and aldermen held in this city for years, 
the board being in session over three 
hours. 


Adjourned until the next 
regular 


meeting on motion of Aid. Hoyt.

The address of Secretary of the Navy 


John D. Long delivered before tbe 
Yonng Men's Eepnbliean club of Mas- 
•achusettB on Wednesday evening, was

tary took tbe opportunity of mentioning 
the fact that every member from the 
navy had done his full duty and tbe 
magnificent result was due not alone to 
any on* or two men bnt to all of tbe 
highest to the lowest in rank. He 
touched upon all important subjects 
amd the reception accorded him l>y tbe 
people of his state WAS one that be ma; 
well feel proud of. As secretary of the 
navy he has made a record without a 
•Ingle error, and to bis integrity and 
skill as an organizer and director is dne 
in a large degree the grand success of 
the navy. His address will go down in 
Listory as one of the most interesting 
papers ever laid before the people of bis 
state, and in it are lessons of truth and 
good teachings. 


rite Enormoiu Amount of Work That Mnit 


Be performed mud the Ceremonies Tlmt 
Are Obsprted liefore the l'ot;n»ut and 
tbe Star* and Strlpei Are Uoiiited. 


In times of peace as well as when 


war's dark clouds gloom the nation you 
are liable to read in the newspapers an 
anuouucenioul to the effect that one of 
the vessels of tbe navy is going "into 
rommisMou. " It is not a very impress- 
ive phrase, hut the full meaning of tho 
term is something of which few have 
any adequate conception. To put a mod- 
ern warship into commission involves 
an enormous amount of work, which 
can be fully appreciated only by one 
who has observed the process from be- 
ginning to end. 


When a vessel of tho navy is laid np 


in reserve, "in ordinary," as it is call- 
ed, it is far from an attractive object 
aud could hardly be recognized as tho 
same ship when in thorough trim, with 
crow aboard. The ship is anchored at a 
convenient navy jard; the stores are 
sent ashore, her engines and guns cov- 
ered wilh oil and an autirust paint; 
her decks are allowed to become dirty, 
hi-r sides dull and stained from rusty 
chains. 
Thus sho lies perhaps for 


muuihs, and then an order comes from 
the sutTi'tary of the navy, through tho 
chief of thu bureau of navigation, di- 
recting tho commanding officer of the 
yard to get her ready for sea. 


The first thing to be done is to bring 


as many men as possible from the re- 
ceiving ship, which lies hard by, and 
these, with the force of the yard, under 
the direction of whatever officers are 
available, begin at once to put things to 
tights and remove the accumulated dust 
and dirt from the different parts of the 
equipment; the engineer's force goes at 
once to the engines and boiler rooms; 
tbe anitrust paint is removed from tho 
engines; new packing is put in the 
valves aud joints; the pumps are tested, 
the rust and dirt knocked from interiors 
of fire boxes, aud bol!«r tuber, ;md grate 
bars renewed. 


Outwardly everything is now in fair 


condition, but this is only the begin- 
ning. It remains to get up steam in 
some of the boiltw, turn over the en- 
gines to see if they are in proper trim, 
start the dynamos, test tho electric 
lights and the pilothouse, signals, turn 
on the searchlights, start the f.ms, work 
the steering gear and Peering engines, 
set the hoisting niachiii< ry in motion 
and put tho boat cranes in operation. 
Every engiue, boiler, pipr, wire, tube, 
rivet, bolt, nut and plate is carefully 
inspected, and if found unserviceable 
from any cause repaired. 


Next the equipment storehouse is vis- 


ited, ftnJ a full allowance of beef, pork, 
beans, potatoes, '-otTee, sugar, halt, flour, 
meal, clothing, hiuw-s, hammocks, blan- 
kets, paint, tobacco — in bhurf, ;IiP whole 
miscellaneous assortment of thu coni' 
missary department, is placed on board. 
Tho paymaster ot tho sbip is responsi- 
ble for every article received, and a 
strict account is kept of each. Then tb,e 
galley, or cooking stove, has to be ex- 
amined to see whether it is complete in 
all its findings. ,The outfit of a galley 
usually consists of two copper kettles of 
80 gallouH each, a 50 gallon kettle, with 
cast iron jai-kiif and copper hinged cov- 
ers, two steamers for vegetables, each 
with a capacity of 32 gtiiloas; two sets 
of gftocepans, a fine set of tools for Jifr- 
ing and firing and the ordinary cooking 
implements. 


The line officers look after the condi- 


tion of the guns, the rigging, tbe boats, 
the cables, the anchors, tho flags and 
signals, tho charts, the nautical instru- 
ments and other parts of the ship's 
equipment. What this means can onlyi

Form of Government Indicated 


In Boston Advices. 


WIDER SCOPE TH1> TERRITORIES. 


b*leg»t« In CooKr«Mi 'to Have a Vote «• 


Well an a Voice—>*<» Kfpr< *«ntalioii In 
the Senate—Middle Ground Adopted by 
Coiniulmlon on y motion ,,1 Kufl'rage. 
Preaeut Judiciary \V1I1 De Kvtitiiird. 


Boston. Oct. 27.—Advices just received 


In this city by mail from Honolulu give 
Indication of what those closely asso- 
ciated with the interests of Hawaii have 
been led to believe will be the form of 
government for the new territory and 
give details which appear to bear out the 
somewhat meagre information disclosed 
by the United States commissioners on 
their return from the island a few weeks 
ago. 


It is an open secret throughout the 


city that the new territory of Hawaii is 
to be orga-nized—if the recommendation 
of the commission shall be adopted by : 
congi ess—with a much \\ uk-r scope than ' 
the ordiary territorial government. The j 
most important of the dcpai lures M i l l 
be the establishment of a legislature of 
two chainbcis instead of one. as is th< 
case w llli the tvrriturles now a pait of j 
the I'niud States, and the adiMissu>n to 
the lower house ot i-ongix^s or u Ha- 
waiian delegate, endowed with the full 
powers of a rvprcseiitutivo from a state 
While an ordinal y territorial dolt-gate 
has the right only of discussion on the 
tloor of the house of leprcsentatues of 
matters affecting his own constituency 
exclusively, with no right to vi.tc, (thc 
Hawaiian delegate, it 
is> (laimcd. will 


have the right of debate upon all meas- 
ures pending before congress, and will 
have the privilege of voting upon all bills. 
It is understood, however, that no pro- 
vision is made for an Hawaiian repre- 
sentation 
in the senate of the United 


States. 


Concerning the matter of suffrage in 


the islands, the commissioners an-said 
to have been divided in sentiment. The 
constitution now in force provides an 
educational and property qualification 
for all persons, "born or naturalized," to 
vote for members of the upper IIOUSH 
of the legislature. Senators Cullom and 
Morgan are reported to have bevn op- 
posed to any property qualification for 
the suffrage, while Mr. Dole and Judge 
JTrear di-slred that the present arrange- 
ment should be retained. The deciding 
vote fell to Congressman Hitt. who ad- 
vised a middle ground, and It was (Jecid- 
od that the present stipulation as to the 
possession of r*"*' or personal property 
prerequisite for the franchise for mem- 
bers of the upper house should be abol- 
ished, but that the provisions calling for 
an Income of $600 during the year next 
preceding an election should be retained. 
This compromise appears to be satis- 
factory to the people generally. The ed- 
ucational test in all cases is retained. 


The commission vvill recommend that 


the present judiciary system shall bu 
retained in the territory. It is proba- 
ble that there will be no provision for 
the establishment of United Htates cir- 
cuit and district courts, as suc'i. but 
that the supreme court as now estab- 
lished will be given the jurisdiction of 
federal courts, in cases affecting the 
Interests ot the United States in ad- 
miralty cases. In cases of murder upon 
the high seas, and in other matters 
which usually are brought before the 
federal courts. 


The New lands annexation resolution 


having provided in advance for an ex- 
tension of th« Chinese restriction law to 
the Island and also having provided that 
there shall b> 
j no tniinigratiun of Chinese 


to the continental portion of the country, 
the Chinese question wu* not considered 
by th-e commission.
